SHARP BATTLE IN LUZON. 


HOWE’S REGIMENT ENGAGES THE 
REBELS NEAR SAN FABIAN. 
americans Lose Major Logan and Six 
‘Men in an Engagement in Which 
‘Eighty-one Insurgents Are Known 
to Have Been Killed—March Made 
‘Over Roads That Are Almost Im- 
passable—Troeope Finally Retire to 


. Manila, Nov. 14, 8 p. m.—The Thirty-third 
Infantry, in one of the sharpest two hours’ 
engagements of the war with an equal force 
of insurgents, five miles from San Fabian 
on Saturday, lost one officer and six men 
killed and one officer and twelve men wound- 
ed. The Americans captured twenty-nine 
Filipinos and 100 rifles and found eighty-one 
insurgent dead lying in the trenches and 
rice fields. 

General Wheaton was informed that the 
enemy was gathering at San Jacinto for the 
purpose of preventing the Americans from 
controlling the road from Dagupan north, 
whereby Aguinaldo might retreat. The 
Thirty-third, Colonel Howe commanding, 
and a detachment of the Thirteenth with a 
‘getiing gun, Howland commanding, were 
sent to disperse them. 

The troops encountered the worst road ever 
found in the Island of Luzon. There was a 
succession of creeks, the bridges of which 
the Americans had to stop and repair, and 
miry ditches, and at certain places men and 
horses struggled waist deep in quegmires. 
A hundred soldiers had to drag the gatling 


gun part ot the way, the horses being useless. 


The insurgents opened the fight two miles 
from San Jacinto while the leading American 
baitalion was passing a clump of houses, in 
the midst of a cocoanut grove knee deep in 


Heavy Fire from Rebels. 

Filipino sharpehooters, hidden in 
trees, houses, and a small trench across the 
goad, held their fire until the Americans 
were close to them. When they began firing 
other Filipinos opened fire from thickets, 
right and left, farther away. 

‘The insurgent sharpshooters picked off 


') the officers first. Five of the Americans 


who fell were shoulder straps or chevrons. 
The Thirty-third did not waver. Its crack 
marksmen knocked the Filipinos from the 
trees Hke squirrels, and the Americans 
rushed the trench, leaving four dead in- 
surgents there. 

The regiment then under fire, 
with Major John A. Logan’s battalion in the 
Genter; Major Cronic’s on the right, and 
Major Marsh's on the left.

In the afternoon Mrs. Hepp went to her 
sister’s home and the women became in- 
volved in a quarrel, in which Mrs. Ander- 
son’s eye was blacked and Mrs. Hepp’s face 
scratched. When Hepp returned in the 
evening he and his wife went to Andersons 
house. Hepp asked Anderson what his wife 
meant by beating Mrs. Hepp.

It is a far cry from Wagner's “ Tann- 
häuser,“ which was presented at the Audi- 
torlum on Monday night by the Grau.com- 
pany, back to Mozart's “Le N di 
Figaro, which was given last evening.

composition were thus brought into sharp 
contrast, and in a manner which subject- 
| ed the earlier work to the severest possible 

test—much more severe, indeed, than ff the 


order of presentation had been reversed. 


| This trial, however, but served to emphasize 


the perennial freshness and charm of this 
masterpiece. Although one.of the oldest 
operas which still maintain a place on the 
stage, it sparkles from amid the profusion 
of modern musical splendor in all its 
pristine brilliancy. 

The performance was an almost ideal 
one, the participants being not only wholly 
satisfactory from a vocal standpoint but 
uniformly fitted for the various roles to 
which they were assigned. The voice which 
Mozart delighted in writing for seems to 
have been the soprano, and in Mme. Sem- 


1 brich—one of the greatest of living sopranos 


is to be heard an ideal interpretress of 
the master’s beautiful music. A voice as 
clear in quality and of as true an intona- 
tion as a silver bell; dramatic ability of 
the highest order, and a manner which is 
winsomeness personified, place her in the 
foremost rank of lyric artists. Her per- 
formance of Susanna last evening was not- 
able for its vivacity and nalveté, and of her 
singing one can speak only in the most en- 
thusiastic terms. It is perfect, and fits 
into the general fabric of the performance 
precision of an orchestral instru- 
men 


This ts also true of M. Edouard de Resszke, 
whose glorious voice echoed through the 
great hall with all its old-time sonority. 
The role of Count Almaviva is one of great 
difficulty for so ponderous a voice, but this 
remarkable singer executed it with the most 
consummate ease and finish. Every tone 
he sings and every movement he makes ere 
interesting, and the beauty of his phras- 
ing, together with the subtle polish which 
marks his- delivery of softer passages, is 
not — delightful, but a marvel in vocal art 
as well. | 

It salways a matter for self-congratulation 
when Sig. Campanari is in the cast. The 
purity and great natural beauty of his voice 
and the truthfulness of his acting combine 
to make his performances thoroughly en- 
joyable from every standpoint. His Figaro 
at last night’s presentation was a splendid 
portrayal of a difficult role. Perfect true- 
ness of intenation and a fine perception of 
the vocal requirements of his part made his 
work one of the pleasantest features of the 
evening. Furthermore, the humor which he 
imparted to his impersonation was de- 


Mme, Eames appeared to fine advantage 
as the Countess, a part in which her great 
personal beauty and aristocratic bearing 
serve her to good purpose. This is one of her 
most ¢ffective roles, and one in which her 
consummate vocal skill finds full expression, 
The part of Cherubino, the page, was as- 
sumed by Mile. de Lussan. Her voice is of 
a deep, rich quality, and were it not for a 
tendency to drop from the pitch her sing- 
ing would possess great merit. Her aria, 
„Vol che gapette,”’ in the second act—one of 
the gems of the opera—was well given, with 
certain reservations as to the fault above 
voted. Mile. de Lussan looked her part 
fapitally, and her acting was spirited 
throughout. ‘ 

The new artist of the evening was Sig. 
Pini-Corsi, who sang the part of the irasci- 
ble but humorous Doctor Bartolo with dis- 
tinct suceess. He has a good voice, ap- 
parently, although the part for which he 
was cast last evening is too small to reveal 
its limitations. His appearance in a more 
important role will be awaited with interest. 
M. Dufriche as Antonio, the gardener, and 
Sig. Vanni as Don Basilio, the singing mas- 
ter, did excellent work in their respective 
comical roles, adding much to the general 
enjoyment of the occasion. Mile. Bauer- 
meister was heard in the part of Marcellina. 
| Mention should be made of the ensemble 
at the close of the second act. This number 
is the one which Mozart himself considered 
the best thing in the opera, and, indeed, one 
of all his compositions which he prized most 
highly. It was finely given and in a manner 
which surely would have delighted the com- 
poser could he have heard it. The Letter 
Duet,“ in the third act, was sung by Mmes. 
Eames and Sembrich in an irreproachable 
manner. In fact, the entire third act was 
a succession of artistic triumphs, regarding 
which it would be almost invidious to make 
distinctions. The orchestra, under the direc- 
tion of Sig. Mancinelli, played an excelient 
accompaniment, subdued yet clear and, for 
the most part, rhythmically precise.

CLOUDS HIDE THE SKY. 


— 
SCIENTISTS AND AMATEURS GET NO 
GLIMPSE OF ons. 

Up te 2 A. M. Teds Observations Are 
Impossible in Chicago and Vicinity 
-Klaborate Photographic Apparat- 
us Ready at Williams Bay to Record 
Any Lmpressions—University of Chi- 
cago Professors and Stadents Watch 
and Wait—Plans at Northwestern. 


— — 


People in Chicago and vicinity who staid 
up last night and early this morning to see 
meteoric displays were disappointed. Clouds 
shut out all view of the heavens. By mid- 
night many of the scientists and most of 
the amateurs had given up watching, but in 
the observatories the vigil was kept without 
ceasing. At 2 o'clock this morning thirteen 
students of the University of Chicago were 
on the roof of Ryerson, still waiting for a 
rift in the clouds, Of the thirteen six were 
young women. | 

The weather indications for tonight are 
„warmer, partly, cloudy, with variable 
Winds shifting to southerly, and possibly 


rain. 
Preparations at Williams Bay. 

Professor George E. Hale, with the aid of 
his staff of astronomers, set a big meteor 
trap on the roof of the Yerkes Observatory at 
Williams Bay, Wis. Sixteen cameras, an 
pointing toward the cloud-covered sky, com- 
posed the trap, and it was warranted to 
catoh a photograph of the first of the mill- 
ions of meteors now onvelomig she earth 
that came within the field vision. erything 


was in readiness for the advent of the mete- | - 


oric display early inthe evening. Professors 
E. E. Barnard, E. B. Frost, G. W. Ritchey, 
and Ferdinand Ellerman had been working 
for weeks to prepare themselves for .the 
event, and night found them with nothing to 
do but wait for the clouds to roll by, The 
outiook was decidedly gloomy there at mid- 
night. The sky was one unbroken blanket 
of heavy clouds through which the faintest 
sign of moonlight could not be discerned. 

lt may clear oft,“ said Professor Barnard, 
hopefully gazing upward from the roof of 
the observatory, “I have often seen the 
clouds break away before the morning, when 
the prospect was even worse than this.“ 

Points of the Meteor Trap. 

The meteor trap on the roof is the special 
pride of the observatory staff, and in no 
place in the country has there been one con- 
structed with greater care and skill. The 
sixteen cameras, fourteen with four-inch 
and two with six-inch lenses of the finest 
make, are arranged upon the mounting of a 
twenty-four-inch equatorial telescope. The 
telescope exercises no other function except 
that of keeping by its clockwork the cameras 
pointing toward that part of the heavens in 
which the radiant point of the meteoric 
shower will appear. 

In the words of Professor Barnard, the 
contrivance is a genuine meteor trap, but 
nobody other than an astronomer could be- 
gin to understand why, except in a vague 
way. The time of exposure for the sensi- 
tized plates in the cameras will range from 
fifteen to thirty minutes. During this time 
a meteor will have traveled from 23,400 to 
46,800 miles through space, and untold mil- 
lions of them will have been burned up in 
the earth's atmosphere, but while they are 
burning they will be making little streaks 
of light across the plates in the cameras. 
It may be a week before any of.the photo- 
graphs are developed, with the exception of 
a couple of plates which Professor Bar- 
nard said he would probably develop at 
once to see if the cameras were properly ad- 
justed. This operation will consume but a 
few minutes and is not considered absolute- 
ly necessary because of the care that has 
been taken in the calculations. The work 
of photegraphing the meteoric shower will 
call into demand the services of the entire 
observatory staff. 

One of the professors will regulate the 
movements of the telescope machinery, an- 
other will change the plates in the cameras, 
another will expose the plates; another will 
note che progress of the observations. 

All of the astronomers were taking short 
naps In the early part of the night, feeling 
sure that no chance to see a meteor would 
come before early morning. Had the sky 
been clear they would have been on the 
watch at midnight, although the most fa- 
vorable hour for seeing the shooting stars 
will be for about thirty minutes between & 
and 6 o'clock in the morning after the moon 
has gone down. ' 

Work at University of Chi 

Preparations at the University of Chicago 
proper were carried on in spite of cloudy 
weather and at midnight the astronomical 
professors said they had facilities for ob- 
serving and recording 10,000 meteorites dur- 
ing the fall. This would surpass any record 
made during previous periods. The same 
plans will be in operation tonight. 

The organization of the students who of- 
fered their services divided them into groups 
of eighteen, to be on duty fifteen minutes at 
atime. There would be two shifts alternat- 
ing on duty with no loss of time. This was 
expected to relieve the strain. The duties of 
the eighteen were minutely specified, so that 
in sets of two they would observe a single 
phenomenon. Two callers were detailed to 
name the falling meteorite by letter. This 
would assure that the records when com- 
pared might correspond. Two recorders 
charts were detailed on each of the following 
phenomena: Time, duration, magnitude, 
angular distance, peculiarities, path, and 
color. Two of the more expert observers 
were to work on a map. The most preten- 
tious work In photography was to be done 
from the roof of the Fine Arts Building, 
where the university has offices. A party of 
three in charge of D. T. Wilson were to do 
this work. Dr. Ernestine Hardesty had se- 
cured one of the finest optical instruments. 
The third assistant was C. B. Dirks. 

The photography at the university was in 
charge of Dr. Kurt Laves. He had arranged 
the 64-inch telescope to be used in the work. 
William Averill was his assistant. 

In general charge of the work were Pro- 
fessor F. R. Moulton, A. C. Lund, and H. D. 
Hubbard. The large party met on the root 
of Ryerson. Henry Lloyd had charge of the 
star map record. Miss Emily Miladofsky 
acted as clerk of the records. The phono- 
graph arranged for to take records did not 
come and Miss Read and Mr. Davis were to 
take stenographic records. Others in the 
observing party were Mr. Falconer, Mr. 
Brush, Mr. Moulton, Miss Mount Miss 
Brush, and Mr. Franklin T. Jones. 

The conclusions which the observations 
aim at will show something of the phenome- 
na of the trail about which there is said to be 
more mystery than any other feature of the 
individual meteorites.

Professor George Hough, the astronomer 
of the Dearborn Observatory of the North- 
western University, made elaborate prepara- 
tion.

In nearly all engagements 
where the troops have been brought Into con- 
tact with the enemy they have invariably 
acted on the offensive, and in not a single in- 
stance have they suffered defeat. The in- 
telligence, discipline, and fidelity of both 
erate gage men have been most commend- 
able 

“‘Owing to the additional and extraordi- 
nary expense placed upon officers while serv- 
ing in the Philippine Islands, Cuba, Porto 
Rico, and the Hawalian Islands, it is recom- 
mended that they be allowed the same per- 
centage of the increase of pay that is now 
provided by law for the enlisted men. 

“It is also recommended that officers of 
the army with a creditable record who 
served during the civil war shall be granted 
the same consideration concerning rank and 
pay as has been accorded officers of the navy 
by section.11, act approved March 8, 1899.

fice—namely: the state ax of execution. It 
is a wicked looking implement, with a 
broad big blade, and Sweeney was wont to 
bear it over his shoulder with the edge 
turned forward, so as to show to all men 
present that it was not destined on that par- 
ticular day for use upon any fellow-creature. 

In days gone by the public was always 
made aware by the manner in which the 
** Headsman of the Tower carried the ux 
whether the prisoner who marched im- 
mediately following him in the procession 
to and from the place of trial had been sen- 
tenced to death or not. For as long as the 
prisoner had not been convicted or ¢on- 
Gemned to lose his life the ax pointed for- 
ward as it was borne before him by the 
headsman. But from the moment that 
capital punishment had been decreed against 
him the edge of the ax pointed ominously 
towards him. 

Old Sweeney was the senior of all the old 
household servants of the Queen, and had 
been a footman in her employ and in that 
of the Prince Consort during the early years 
of her marriage. Each Christmas he used 
to receive a piece of solid silver as a gift 
from the Queen, with a large, bdiack- 
bordered card inscribed, “‘ With the good 
wishes from her Majesty and the Prince 
Consort,’ although the latter has been dead 
since near two score years. 

There is at the present moment, of course, 
keen competition for the comfortable berth 
left vacant by Sweeney's death among the 
old household servants of the Queen. For

The nee’s father, who died about five 
years ago, was regarded by all patriotic 
Poles, both in Russia and in foreign lands, 
as their chief, to whom royal homage was 
due, owing to the fact that he was the senior 
representative of a dynasty which formerly 
reigned as Grand Duke and as King over 
Lithuania and Poland, and even the grand- 
est members of the Polish nobility did not 
disdain when meeting old Prince Adam to 
Kiss his hand precisely as if he had been 
their King. In fact, he was in every sense 
of the word the uncrowned King of Poland, 
and inasmuch as the Princes of Poniatowski 
can only clalm a species of left-handed, not 
to say illegitimate, descent from the dynasty 
of that name, which became extinct in its 
legitimate line early in the present century, 
young Prince Adam is today the chief repre- 
sentative and direct descendant of the only 
one of the formerly sovereign houses of 
Poland still in existence. 

Prince Adam, who is about twenty-eight 


rs old, bears the Russian titles of Duke of 


lewan and of Zokow, the Austrian title of 
Prince, and is likewise one of the magnates 
and peers of Hungary. His wealth is im- 
mense, his estates in Austria, Hungary, anc 
Russia are vast in extent, while his home in 
Paris is One of the grandest and most im- 
posing palaces of the French metropolis, 
It is known as the Hotel Lambert, and 18 
familiar to Poles. throughout the world as 
the headquarters not merely of Polish na- 
tionalism and patriotism, but likewise of 
rélief and assistance to all Poles who may 
find themselves in need of help.

SOME REFLECTIONS UPON OPERA.

The 
public purchased its tickets with a rea- 
sonable assurance that they would see the 
opera and the artists for which and for 
whom they bought admission. With the 
English opera troupes this certainly was

RIVAL TELEPHONES IN S&T. LOUIS. 

Both the ad- antages and the anomalies 
of duplicate telephone systems are exempli- 
fied at the present time in the City of St. 
Louis. Until recently the Bell company 
alone occupied the field. About a year 
ago, however, the Kinloch company be- 
gan as a rival to install instruments. It 
is now operating satisfactorily, and while 
the old company has slightly more than 
held its own as regards the number of its 
subscribers, the new company has won 
approximately an equal number. Bach 
now has about 5,000. The new company 
made its way on the basis of reduced rates 
and metallic circuit installation. 
its plans were initiated two or three years 
ago all circuits were grounded, and the 
Bell company’s rates were $100 for busi- 
ness purposes and $80 foraresidence. The 
Kinloch company established $60 and $36 
respectively as the prices for similar serv- 
ices, with all metallic circuit equipment. 

The spur of this new competition had 


| a decided effect upon the old cothpany, 


whose management had been thoroughly 
unprogressive. While retaining its former 
rates it now set about toimprove its service 
and to introduce reduced charges through 
the party line and the message rate plans. 
The express system for calling central was 
last year introduced throughout its entire 
service, the metallic circuit is now general, 
and long distance connections have been 
made with other cities. — 

The prices for long-distance service are 
$125 for business and $100 for residence 
eonnections, but by means of two, four, or 
six party lines, and especially on the mes- 
sage rate plan, connections can be secured 
at prices much below these. For example, a 
residence connection with a six-party-long- 
distance line, allowing 500 messages a year, 
costs but $30. Extra messages then cost 
5 cents apiece for the first hundred, 4 
cents for the next hundred, and 3 cents 
after that. Many Bell subscribers, instead 
of changing to the Kinloch company, have 
accordingly adopted the old company’s less 
expensive forms of service. The party line 
is a commendable device for limited use; 
and the message rate, while with it a small 
user may pay a higher rate per message than 
a large user with the unlimited service pays, 
yet, on the other hand, it protects the small 
user from paying a uniform price with the 
large user for unlimited service. 

To sum up, the rival company has 
brought it about that whereas only 5,000 
subscribers formerly enjoyed telephone 
privileges, the number is now 8,000, while 
the average price per "phone is lower and 
the service better. As against these bene- 
fits there are certain important considera- 
tions to be borne in mind on the other side. 
The first is the fact that. out of the 8,000 
subscribers, 2,000 have the instruments of 
both companies and so pay double rates, 
while those rates are usually for the more 
expensive grades of service. In the sec- 
ond place, the streets have had to be sub- 
jected to two independent conduit systems. 
In the third place, the Kinloch system is 
essentially inferior in itself to the Bell sys- 
tem, and, finally, in the fourth place, the 
8,000 subscribers could have been served 
with less original outlay, less maintenance 
charges, and greater efficiency by one com- 
pany than by the two—if there had only 
been some way of compelling the Bell com- 
pany to do its duty. 

Competition as a means of securing ef- 
ficiency and fair prices in such semi-public 
services is a crude, costly, and deceptive 
remedy which does not comport with the 
modern idea of scientific organization. 

It is a belated expedient, whose occa- 
sion is due solely to a lack of foresight— 
not to say integrity—in failing so to frame 
franchise grants as to provide for equitable 
review in case of abuse. A more direct, 
‘economical, and substantial method of 
regulation is demanded in the case of 
natural monopolies than the elusive one of 
rival enterprises.

that W. G. Brimson will be elected President 
of the Kansas City, Pittsburg and Gulf road 
when that company emerges from bank- 
ruptcy. Mr. Brimson 4 short time ago was 
elected President and General Manager of 
the Pittsburg and Gulf roads east of the 
Missouri River, and this, it is said, was done 
with the view of ultimately making him the 
President of the Pittsburg and Guif system 
‘from Kansas City to Port Arthur.

City Undertaker of ‘Memphis Arrested 
in St. Louis for Supplying Sub- 


St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 14.—Four zginc-lined
